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WASHINGTON, Hay 19--General Thomas 0. White, Chief of Staff of the 
Air Force, advocated today the strengthening of United States militery forces 
“to meet the posetbility ef irrationality.” 


General White clearly referred to the conduct of Premier Khru- 
achev at the gummit conference in Paris, though he did not sere the Soviet 
leader during hie tearimeny bafore the Senate Appropriations Subcomni ttee 
for defense. 


“L have testified before that the military budget is adequate to 
prevent @ rational attack upon us," General White eaid, ‘“bue to meet the 
possibility of trrationality 1 think we should beef up Our deterrent errength. 


“There haa bean a change. More wlasiles would certainly be more 
insurance. i have geen evidence in Paris recently that irrationality could 
enter inte the plans of e nation.” 


Mearwhile, sources on the Senate Subcommittee on National Polley 
“achivery disclosed that lt expected to exawing what happened at the tap 
level of Government here during the crisis over the downing of a Us2 apy 
plane in the Soviet Union as a ‘timely case atudy,”
